hardships as about the basic ap- 
roach to economic policy, Un- 
ortunately, this aspect of the 
issue has been largely overlook- 
ed. ΤῺ particular, vernment 
spokesmen have confined them- 
selves to reiterating the need to 
Save money, without seriously 
discuseing the various charges 

administration. These 


tl amounts 
could probabiy be saved in other 
items of the swollen budget; that 
so far nothing has been done to 
reduce redundancy and waste in 
the ‘public sector; that when con- 
sumera are asked to pay more 
for essentials, a new look ought 
to be taken at the existing price 
agreements with bus companies 
and farmers (who will get more 
than half of the price increment). 
There are also complaints that 
this is hardly the right moment 
to increase retailers’ margins;

While everywhere else the in- 
terdependence of national ccono- 
inies, their resort to the world 
market, has been rapidly — and 
menacingly — growing, we have 
been insulating our economy from 
this external impact by a triple 
wall of high protective tariffs, 
wages linked to the Gob. (ie, 
to the domestic market), an 
massive subsidies financed by 
State debts and State deficits. 

The subsidies to the C.o.L, were 
never intended to become ert 
and parcel of our system. They 
were introduced haphazardly, and 
were always presumed to be of 
limited duration, to serve only as 
an expedient for preventing a 
temporary price rise. Nobody has 
ever suggested that people in 
this country are entitled te get 
bread or milk or sugar or cheese 
at leas than half their economic 
cost. 

But once established, subsidies 
could not but become popular, 
gepecially in a period of rapid 
inflation, when the general price 
was rising rapidly, and people 
therefore: increased their con- 
sumption of subsidized items — 
available at fixed prices — in 
order to save money for other 
spending. The rise of subsidies 
rom IL264m. in 1870 to an es- 
timated IL2,000m. next year 
without last week's cuts) re- 
lected not only the rise that has 
taken place in world prices, but 
also the warping Impact of this 
system on olir consumption pat- 
terns — and the resulting con- 
tribution to the inflationary 


ereep. 

It wag therefore understandable 
that the cuts in food and bus- - 
fare subsidies would be opposed 
by consumers (self-employed no 
less than jage-cnrners). jut now 
4 new factor entered the picture: 
the ideology — backed ἂν the 
trade unions — which conaiders 
Bubsidization of people's con- 
sumption a legitimate, indeed a 
socially necessary, policy.

IN JULY, 1972, the Sovict ad- 
viners left Egypt in a fanfare of 
Exyptinn natienalinna., At leaat 
one of the rensoni for the dis- 
Agreement between President Sa- 
dat and the Soviet Government 
waa the Egyptian demand for 
inedium-range = graund-to-ground 
missiles and for advanced _air- 
craft, like the MiG-24 ond 25, to 
support any necessary action by 
the Egyptian army. Ground-to- 
ground missiles were nceded for 
{wo purposes; to deter Israel from 
strategie air-ralda ὮΝ holding Tel 
Aviv a5 a ‘hostage city’, and to 
ereate uncertainty as to the avyail- 
abillty of nuclear warheads to 
counter Israel's psychological ad- 
vantage {u this reapect. 

Apparently, Sadat had already 
been prepared in August or 
September 1972, shortly after 
the expulsion, to plunge into a 
political-milltary adventure --- an 
attempt to drop a parachute bri- 
fate somewhere in Sinai. Tho 
dea was to capture a beachhead 
in Sinai, while Libya closed the 
oll taps, and to hold fast until 
the Security Council ordered κα 
cease-fire. By that time the at- 
tention of the whole world would 
be drawn to the Middle East crisis. 

Jt appears that Sadat issued 
orders to that effect, but that his 
then War Minister, General Mo- 
hammed Sadek, refused to curry 
tham out. The teal reason far 
hia refusal may have been that 
the Egyptlan army did not have 
enough ammunition for more than 
three days of fighting. 

In u matter of six months, 
however, the pleture changed 
radically. 

In Aprtl 1973, President Sadat 
granted a very frank interview 
to “Newsweek” magazine's senior 
editor, Arnaud de Borchgrave, 4 
which he outlined his political 
and military programme. He told 
his American visitor how diapirit- 
ed he was on reuling the report 
his special envoy Hafez Ismail 
submitted to him after a visit to 
Washington. He also said that he 
wag “quite ready to entertain a 
rosy future in the area for all 
parties {f we have peace based 
on justice,” “Otherwise,” he 
warned, “this wil! be the night- 
mare to end all nightmares — 
and everybody will be losers.” 

Sadat added that he waa still 
ready to opt for a_ settlement, 
namely — complete Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied terri- 
tories and a “just” solution to 
tho Palestinian problem, what- 
ever that means. However, he 
did not concea) his determination 
to fight for Sinal if such a 
settlement were not forthcoming,

1973, Sadat wag snilsfied that he 

ἃ received all he needed from 
the U.S.S.R, in ammunition, equip-

Un- 
fortunately, there is not enough 
evidence fo support either the 
theory that the Soviet Union 
pushed the Arabs into the caul- 
dron, or that they were reluctant 
to commit themselves heavily. 

One might say that there were 
several pressure groups in the 
Soviet leadership and that the 
whole issue was a subject for 
long and complicated debate with 
no Gefintte conclusion. But if one 
ehooses not to escape through 
this classic ‘‘Sovietologist” loo; 
hole, the least one can do is 
to ‘turn to hard facts concerning 
the war itself, 

The American Skylab mission 
which ended on September 25, 
1973 filmed a terrestrial “UFO" 
over the Middle East, The 8- 
terious object, probably a Soviet 
satellite of the Cosmos serles, had 
already been there more than a 
fortnight before the outbreak of 
the war. The US.S.R. may have 
been mute iv its dealing with the 
Arab countries concerning the 
advisability of going to: war, but 
it certainly was not biind as far 
as their military preparation (and 
Israeli unpreparedness) Was con- 
cerned. Cosmos’ “eyes’' were re- 
gelarly in orbit over the Middle 

ast well before the war and 
throughout October. 

In retrospect, it would seem 
that_the Soviet advisers trained 
the Egyptians and the Syrians to 
conduct a limited war, which 
proved to ‘he suited to oth the 
political alms and the military 
capability of the Arabs. The 
training of the Arab armies this 
time, unlike the training they 
had received before 1967, was 
based on a combination of Soviet 
jdeas and Arab potential, 

Soviet military doctrine ma 
now be described as a peculiar of- 
fenslve-defensive mix, whereas 
the Arab tactics were based mein- 
ly on the aecond half of thie mix- 
ture. Indeed, the Soviet advisers 
deserve gome sort of accolade for 
being able to invent a training 
programme which is so similar to 

οἷς own in form and so dif- 
ferent from it in content. Ag a 
result of this training and of me- 
tieulous preparation, the Hgyptian 
assault resembled a modern pha- 
lanx, a slow-moving mass of 
heavily armed infantry, complete 
with anti-tank missiles aud sparse- 
ly supported ‘by tanks under a 
heavy umbrella of AA migsiles. 

It was a somewhat different 
story on the Syrian front during 
the first 24 hours, mostly because 
the terrain was so different; but 
there, too, the Syrians proved he- 
sitant in advancing. The Syrians 
threw into battle three infantry 
divisions, about 28,000 men, and 


two armoured divisions with about bi 


1,000 tanks. (If this figure refers 
to.tanks and not to all armoured
